This 
may require the agency te publish informative publications and set up 
discussion groupe for officials on various levels so we can explain to 
them the importance of this subject. They can develop themselves with 
their own capabilities to shift Crom the descriptive stage to that of 
qualitative analysie and then to that of quantitative evaluation. This 
precess is possible, but it will need @ strong impetus and some time,

peoples, and they denied the role that we played. The struggle of these 
clergymen egeinet the Shah hed been belated, but we hawe been fighting 
royaity for seores of years. 


Fourth, Khomeyni has not treated Muslims equitably. It is true that he 
told me, “We are all brothers; we are a1) Muslias,” when | visited hie 
twice in Gow at che head of an official Kurdish delegation, but the con- 
stitution which the imam drew up is 4 seeterian constitution that is 
wefair to the Sunnie. An lranian citieen cannot, for example, become 4 
president, «4 prime @inieter or assume the responsibility for an important 
sinietry in the government unless he was @ Shi'ite. The Sunni citizen is a 
second clase citizen. Where then is the brotherhood in islam when Musi ins 
come in classes’ Although fault wae found with the Shah because his state 
wae a autocratic state, the imam is practicing the same kind of autoc~ 
racy. The Consultative Assembly is abowe the constitution, and the imam is 
above the Consultative Assembly. Where is the state of islamic institu- 
tions in tran’ And here | would like to give you an exemple of the sen- 
tality that i¢ prevailing among the clergymen whe are loyal to the Iman 
and how those clergymen enderstand Islam. During the talke that took place 
between us and them during the 6—monthe truce between September 197° and 
March 1980, one of the ayetollahs, whe is called Ayatollah Buri, tried 

to mediate. This man wae convinced of the demands chat we had submitted, 
but be said thet the Persian tere for “sutenomy” was unacceptable.

IMPLICATIONS OF GULF COOPERATION COUNCIL MEETING ANALYZED 
London AL-HAWADITH in Arabic 27 Mar 61 p 23 


[Article by ‘Adil Malik: "Gulf Summit in Abu Dhabi to Finalise Cooperation 
Council; Discussion Regarding Legality of Fees on Shipping in Straite of Hormus.") 


[Text| The summit conference of Gulf states, to be held 26 May, will be the 
firet conference after the establishment of the Gulf Cooperation Council. The 
Muscat meeting resulted in initialing the constitution for this council, and the 
Abu Dhabi meeting will finalise thie council's establishment. Thies meeting is 
the beginning of a lengthy etage of political and organizational activity, to 
take hold of Gulf affairs, through this council, and to attempt to shift the six 
Gulf etates from unilateral to collective action. They will also strive to 
achieve coordination between the principle of cooperation in all fields, ae the 
constitutions calle for, without that conflicting with individual independence, 
or diluting “local sovereignty” with “regional sovereignty.” 


The Gulf Cooperation Council is now in the “recovery room,” a8 we were told by a 
Gulf sinister, who has followed the birth of the Cooperation Council from the 
beginning. One of the diplomats, who took part in drafting the constitution, 
admitted to us that, “establishing this council is equal in importance to when 
the Gulf states achieved their independence, unless it is even more important.” 
The author of those words does not belong to the sentimental or emotional Guif 
circle, but rather is from a Gulf etate that prefers realiesm and adopting candid 
positions, whether it supports these positions, has reservations about them, or 
opposes their being raised for discussion. 


At the next conference, the plunge into operational and political details will 
begin. And, possibly security, unless the “Gulf timidity” refrains from talking 
about secority aspects. That this is the gost important subject of the council 
is the opposite of the impression that has been circulating so far, to the effect 
that the security aspect is only being discussed as 4 digression. However, in 
Arab meetings, the most important, serious and grave matters are those which are 
not included on the agenca, and about which the conferees do not speak. There- 
fore, measuring the degree of importance of subjects raised is in proportion to 
the extent this or that matter is, or is not, publicly broached, or is discussed 
by means of bilateral meetings. 





Regarding operational matters, it is expected that a decision will be reached on 
appointing the new secretary general of the Cooperation Council, either a Kuwaiti, 
and two names have been raised so far, of 4 non-Kuwaiti, possibly from the country 
that will heet the Gulf sugmit, 2 aonthe from now. After selecting the secretary 
general, agreement must be reached on the sise of the role that he will assume, 
This was the subject of discussion in the Muscat meetings, and previously in 
Riyadh, The dialogue has concentrated on whether the secretary general should 
play a basic role in this council, or whether the “necessity of the situation" 
requires the powers of the secretary general to remain within the reale of 
organisation and coordination, 


After getting through these questions, and of necessity, they should not be the 
only ieeue raised before the Gull summit for discussion, they gust turn to 
livelier and sensitive subjects. 


On the political side, we detect the following: The truth is that there are 
many homogeneous aspects that are common among the Gulf etates. But, it is aleo 
true that there are many completely dissimilar factors among these nations. Dis- 
cussion about 4 single, Gulf current among the nations of the Cooperation Council 
must be stopped by the difference which cannot be hidden. 


Here are some examples for you: 


There are some Gulf states that employ 4 thoughtful policy, and speak out about 
everything, of gost everything, on their @ind. At the same time, we see some 
other Gulf states that cannot break the habit of making half of the fact public, 
while keeping the other half secret, because of political, psychological and 
inherited reasons and factors. How can these two schoole of Gulf action be 
reconciled within the Cooperation Council? 


That brings ue to the security aspect. This is the most important link in the 
iseve of the Cooperation Council. Everyone who took part in previous Gulf 
meetings said that the subject of security has not yet been adequately diecussed. 
These words @ight contain 4 great deal of truth, but in comparison with what is 
happening these days, we detect a lot of inconsistency. The Gulf area is the 
center of attraction, considering the fact that in the first week of April, 4 
group of senior American and British visitors are coming, including but not 
limited to, Alexander Naig, American secretary of state, British Secretary of 
State for Defense John Nott, British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, and 
others. The subject of security is the common axis of 411 these visite and the 
discussions, which will take place during the meetings. 


in the subject of Gulf security, the 6’ ©.‘ ‘on of the Straite of Hormuz occupies 
4 preeminent place, in view of the e+ “importance that distinguishes it, and 
which has previously been detailed. kh. sat ng the subject of navigation of the 
Straite, an informed Omani source gave AL-.sAWADITH information that had not been 
fully known before. He said that passage through Hor@uz is in accordance with 

the principle of “innocent passage.” 





“Lanocent passage”, upon which Oman insisted be followed, is different than “free 
passage.” This led me to put 4 question to ‘Abd al-‘Aziz al-Rawas, the minister 











of information and youth affairs: Why don't impose fees on ships passing 
through the Straits? The minister replied: re is a precedent for this 
matter. During the |9th Century, the passage of ships was subject to fees. As 
for today, we want the world to live in peace, without compensation.” 


ividentiy, the United States had previously demanded reliance on the principle 
of “free passage,” in which lran joined at that time. Oman replied, "We 
officially demand ‘innocent paseage’; it is 4 more civilised form than the 
other. However, the choice of this type of passage does not aullify our rights, 
for any reason.” Oman “reserves ite right,” upon the outbreak of specific crises 
around the Straits, to take actions which it deems consistent with insuring ite 
security needs and requirements. The watere of the Straite are not international 
waters. The building of the Straite was oot similar to the cutting and building 
of the Sues Canal, but the same general characteristics are applicable. There 
was 4 proposal submitted recently to committees specializing in maritime law, 
navigation and water passages, in London, to go deeper into the study of this 
matter, and to gather ae guch legal and historical information as possible. 


This new stage coming to the Gulf region demands new requirements, led by the 
prerequisite of information. The holding of the Sixth Conference of Gulf Informa- 
tion Ministers coincided with the conference of Gulf foreign ministers. However, 

a media deluge from the foreign sinisters swamped the information ministers, to 
such a degree that the information ministers’ speeches and statements concerning 
the establishment of the Gulf Cooperation Council were circumacribed. The 
information ministers have followed the practice of rapid information in commenting 
on new and sensitive events in the region. 


the conference chairman, Omani Minister of Information ‘Abd al-'Agiz al -Rawwas, 

in his epeech to the seven Gulf ministers (including Iraq), emphasized the 
importance of new information accompanying this stage, i.e., political informa- 
tion. It is satural that the Gulf information ministers would prepare for 4 new 
situation, if the Gulf Cooperation Council coordinates among various organizations, 
including the media. By virtue of the fact that the matter of the Cooperation 
Council was new, the ministers have no alternative but to welcome the idea, support 
it, and praise its importance, with respect to future Gulf cooperation.

it wants to withdraw from Chad. Our reply--aleo in the fore of 4 semorandum--was 
that thie ie untrue, because Libya is consolidating its posi:ions and fortifica- 
tions in the cities and is building airports in gany areas, particularly in areas 
adjacent to us. If Libya truly intended to withdraw from Chad it would not have 
called for a conference outside the OAU. It would have called for an expanded 
meeting that would have included at least the 12-man committee that was set up 
by the OAU. 


Despite all this, ve said in our reply to President Shehu Shageri's message that 
we support 411 initiatives and efforts to achieve national unity, peace and 
stability in this neighboring country, provided that the talks are confined within 
the framework of the Lagos Agreement and the Lome Resolutions. 


Question: Other than Nigeria's efforts, are there any current Arab or African 
efforte to bring Libya and Sudan closer and to end their differences’ 


Anewer: We have no differences with Libya. This dispute is a result of the 
intervention in Chad--an intervention that brought aany apprehensions to sany 
parties. Regrettably, Libya considered the sere differences of opinion as hos- 
tility toward it. For instance, there is an African country with whoe we have

have set up military airports on our border, 


Question: Can you tell we the names of the areas where these airports have been 
built? 


Anewer! Numerous areas. Airporte are being built in @any areas slong the 
Sudanese=Libyan border. 


Question: le the resumption of relations between Rgypt and Sudan 4 prelude to a4 
fhew axie that will be added te other Arab anes? 


Anewer: There has been no resumption of relations between Egypt and Sudan. 
Bilateral relations have continued to exiet. All that happened ie that Sudan 
nominated af ambassador to Egypt, Eaypt nominated an ambassador to Sudan and the 
‘wo at@beassadors were approved. Relations exiet and nothing had to be resumed. 


Question: There is #0 new ania? 


Anewer: There is sothing new. I would like to say that our stand today is the 

some a8 our stand it the Baghdad Summit Conference. We supported the [Egyptian- 
israeli) agreement in Baghdad. However, we aleo said that we could not sever our 
relations with Egypt. The fact ie that ne authority in Sudan can sever relations 
with Beypt, and fo authority in Eeypt can sewer relations with Sudan, because no 
one bas the legal right to do so. The only way to sever relations between ue and 
teypt is to hold 4 referendum. Such is the nature of our relations with Egypt. 


weetion: The security of the Gulf is being emphasized in an unprecedented 
nenner, although thie isewe has been raised for gany years. What is your view on 
thie matter, and what is the nature and size of the threat’ 


ewer: The superpowers have tried to interfere--and have actually interfered-<in 
the area's affaires through the Palestinian question. tt is certain that if one 

of the two superpowers enters the area it will be followed by the other. There- 
fore, we hawe advocated for gany yeare that the Red Sea should be 4 sea of peace, 
ond ve have sounded the alare for the entire region. 


We have realivzed this. Whenever we warned of the interference by 4 superpower, 
we were told that the Soviet Union supports the Arab cause and the United States 
are terael. However, we believe that both superpowers are interested only in 
their own interests. The Arabs hawe no friends other than themeelwes. The 

Arabe" friend is Arab solidarity and cohesion. If we waite, we shall need nei ther 
the United States nor the Soviet Union, and neither of thee will be able to do 


anything against us. 








Question: Your felations with Ethiepia have been heading toward increased Fap- 
prechement and underetanding, Was this been at the expense of the Eritrean cause’ 


Anever: Of course not, The contrary ie true, because the closeness between us 
and tritvea has helped we te aeeiet the Eritrean cause by helping it in the 
direction to which we find no alternative for resolving the Eritrean question:

Affaire, by Rafiq Ramadhan: “Oman Studies Granting America 4 Military Base, if 
it Peele that Regional Security le in Danger!") 


[Text] Qaye ‘Abd al-Mun'ie al-Zawawi, einieter of state for foreign affaire in 
the Sultanate of Oman, ie distinguished by being one of the bright, political 
personalities in the Gulf region. During his long tenure in public life, he has 
given hie country 4 special position on the international scene. He is well known 
for hie frank, intellectual analyses of ewente that are perpetually heated in 

that part of the world, 


Those who deal with hie from other Gulf estates say that hie analysis and views 
are alwaye clear and bold, and that, in general, events barely occur before he 
has determined the correct position. 


The Omani sinister spoke with AL-MAJALLAN, in hie office, adjoining bie home in 
Mueqat. 


[Question] A short while ago, you returned from 4 visit to both Washington and 
Cairo. What was the purpose of those two tripe? 


[Anewer] The Washington trip was in connection with bilateral relations between 
the Sultanate of Oman and the United States of America. i wanted to ascertain 

the views of the new administration regarding the situation in the Gulf region 

and the Middle East, to learn the extent of U.S. capabilities and readiness to 
make decisions regarding these @attere, and to find out the priorities of 

President Reagan's new administration. There is nothing new in thie matter. 
America is coneerned with security conditions in Latin America, the Gulf, Cambodia, 
Pakistan and Afghanistan. Of course, the aspect from which they view this is in 
the context of Soviet Union expansion, whether that expansion be directly, of 
through other parties and nations. 


My conclusion, with regard to the new American sdministration, ie that, gore than 
the previous one, they are prepared to be concerned with thie region, for several 
reasons, including their economic interests, to provide security for shipping 
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lanes, and to make the region steble againet any interference, by one of the 
fegional states, backed by the Seviet Union, in a1!) candor, | mean Aden, 


(Question) And the Caire trip? 


l|Anewer!) in the sultanate, we think the time has come for Oman to strive te 
bring the viewpoints of the Arab etetes and Egypt closer together. Thies wae the 
purpose of the short Caire trip, whieh only lested 4 hours, | met with President 
al-bedat, the vice president, and before them, the @inister of foreign affairs. 
One ought here to refer to the fact that there are contacts going on between some 
of the Arab estates and Beypte. Thie wae alee 4 reason for the visit, 


|Question) Hew do you explain Oman's continuing ite relations with Raypt while, 
since the Baghdad summit, the official Arab world has boyeotted Egypt? 


|Anewer!) We did not think it correct for the Arab states to sever relations with 
Feypt. fer to condem nor reject President Gadat's initiative for peace, because 
there is 4 conviction in people's @inds that 4 beyeott is net 4 solution for any 
problem. On the contrary, the Egyptian presence in Arab ranke gives the Arab 
bloc greater power and weight than without ite presence. There are many reasons 
that bind the Arab World with Egypt, euch a6 the great number of Egyptians working 
in Arab countries, The most important point, in regard to thie subject, is that 
there has been fo Omani conviction, regarding severing relations with fgypt, and 
no readiness to be subjected to any pressure. Prankiy, in our opinion, some of 
those Arab nations that supported the boyeott have not been content with that 
decision. 


The Omani Line 
[Question] What line does the Sultanate follow regarding its Arab policy? 


|\Anewer!] A @goderate line, in which gost of the member nations of the League of 
Arab States participate, especially the Gulf estates, because any threat to one 
nation is 4 threat to all. Our wiews are consistent with thoee of the nations of 
this region. Our views differ at times, due to these convictions which we have. 
We can declare them without embarrassment, but thie might be due to our unique 
domestic situation. 


|Question| What are the military facilities that Oman is offering to American 
forces” 


j|Anewer|] What the Sultanate offers to America it offers to any friendly sation. 
These facilities are to permit some American aircraft to refuel or carry out 
maintenance, of to per@it thes to bring in epare parte when thie maintanance 
requires. Thie ic all there is. We offer other nations the same facilities. 
The only other thing ie that the United States, in return, is required to aske 
iaprovemente in these Omani wilitery locations. 


(Question) What “bout the joint @ilitery aeneuvers between Omani and American 
forces that were held last eonth? 
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|Anewer|] These maneuvers were joint, and were related te testing beth wire and 
wireless communications by @ limited aumber of Omani and American pereonme!. (The 
Pentagon announced that 200 military experte, subordinate to three armies, took 
part with Omani forces in maneuvers, which lasted 10 dayas), 


[Question] If, due to @ specific intermations! situation, the United States asked 
Omen to permit it to establieh 4 eilitary base on Omani territery, would you 
accept? 


[Anewer) Thies depends on which international situation, If the regional 

situation demands this, and Oman feele that ite security, and the region's security, 
ie in peril, then by virtue of the facet that ite security and the region's seourity 
are bound together, we would etudy thie request, and make « decision in due time, 
With regerd to sormal times, there ie fe seed to give America bases, nor to permit 
the presence of American troope on Omani soil. On the contrary, we believe that 
any threat to Oman from any other nation, such a6 South Yemen, is an Omani reapon- 
sibility, and the responsibility of Oman, and neighboring estates, ie to deter thie 
attack. 


(Question) How are Omani relations with Aden?’ 


[Anewer] Some nations beliewe that establishing good relations with Aden is the 
way for these nations te help the government of South Yemen to get out from under 
the wabrella that now covere it. Consequentiy, Aden could then interact with 
regional nations without any outeide pressures, and subsequentiy, establish good 
relations with neighboring states, especially with Oman and Worth Yemen. 


[Question] What are the Sultanate's views about the Arab Gulf Cooperation Council? 


|Anewer!] As 4 gember, we give it our blessing. For 4 number of years, we have 
been working for Gulf cooperation. We not believe that our efforte have been 
successful. We are optimistic that there wae so outside pressure to fore this 
council, On the contrary, it is the conviction of the six sember estates that 
their etrengeth and future, and the future of their peoples, are completely bound 
together by ties of fire cooperation. This does not reflect only on these estates, 
but ie aleo in the beet interests of the region and the Arab family. 


(Question) Oman previously eubmitted @ plan to protect the Straite of Hormue, in 
which the nations benefiting from the Seraite would participate, in addition to 
the oil nations, whose crude of] passes through it. The Omani plan met with 
difficulty, due to the opposition of certain regional states. What has happened 
to this plan’ 


jAnewer!] You hawe heard the reactions of certain states. Therefore, we could 

not submit the plan again. Oman was forced to unilaterally undertake this action 
to improve the measures required to ensure the Straite of Hormuz's security. The 
current Omani plan, based on the same basic plan, is that 4)i-Qum island equip- 

ment should be improwed. We hawe aleo, in the area of "499, selected some 
positions, eo that we can observe the passage of friendly and unfriendly ships. 

Our bearing of thie responsibility is in order to achieve a part of the goal, which 
the Omani plan contained, but we are unable to obtain sine-sevweepers and other 


high-cost equipments.

\Question) Has the participation of Japan and Western Bureopean countries 
continued in the plan, a6 ite firet draft contained! 


|Anewer) We. in ay opinion these nations are afraid of other nations, and since 
these fations are wheasy over the security plan, they have withdrawn, There is 
only America concerned with improving the equipment on hand, for Oman's benefit, 


(\Question| What ie the Sultanate's opinion of the Lraqi-lranian war? 


|Anewer) Por the benefit and stability of the region, we in Oman feel that an 
end to the fighting is the best possible thing, and the best thing that ean now 
happen. We were optimistic about the lelamic wediation committee, tasked by the 
recent Lelamic summit, but unfortunately, we have heard that many obstacles stand 
in ite way. We hope that the two sides will agree to 4 cease-fire, and begin 
discussions, eo that etability @ay return, and the disputes between the two 
countries end, 


(Question) How are the Sultanate's relations with the Palestinians? 


|Anewer| All our positions have been in the interests of the Palestinian case, 
and in support of the Liberation Organization. However, regrettably, we see a 
lack of reciprocal dealings by some Palestinians. There is information about 
eupport from the PLO, of from some of ite branches, for quarters and organizations 
hoetile to Oman. Despite the fact that we have not harmed 4 single Palestinian, 
we regrettably see that they support in their presse, and train in their camps, 
elements that are hostile to Oman. Thies displeases we, at 4 time when we are 
trying with other nations, and especially with the Western nations, to convince 
them of the Palestinians’ rights in their demands for the creation of an indepen- 
dent state. 


{Question} The concepte of “Gulf security” vary and are numerous. What is Guif 
security in Oman's view? 


|Anewer] Gulf security, like the security of any other region, is to allow the 
regions’ nations to exercise their sovereignty and implement their plans, without 
outside interference, of outside support for destructive elements in the Gulf 
region. Gulf security, in our conception, is non-intervention by any quarter, 
whether outeide of thie region or within, in the affaires of other Gulf states. 

in ovr opinion, eo that we can aeinteain this security, we gust coordinate and 
work with some to achiewe this security.

BUDGET INCLUDES POOD SURSIDIES--President Shaykh Zayid Ibn Sultan al-Nuhayyan 
has approved the annual budget of 26 billion dirhams.
